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MINUTES 

EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  MEETING 

MASSACHUSETTS  AFL/CIO 

FEBRUARY  28,  1985 

THE  PARKER  HOUSE

Meeting  opened  with  a  prayer  by  Vice  President  Bruce  Ferin. 

MMS  to  accept  minutes  of  the  January  Council  meeting.   Passed  unanimously. 

President  Osborn  introduced  Maureen  Ferris,  his  new  Administrative  Assistant, 
and  explained  her  duties  to  the  Council. 

President  Osborn  introduced  John  Abate  of  the  Graphic  Communications  Workers 
Union,  Local  600.   He  addressed  the  Council  regarding  problems  in  his  union, 
specifically,  1)  Possibility  of  developing  an  energy  conservation  program,  and 
2)  Problem  of  toxic  chemicals  in  the  work  place  at  W.R.  Grace  Company. 
Pres.  Osborn  said  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO  would  monitor  his  results  on  an  on-going 
program  with  the  New  York  AFL/CIO  and  then  possibly  the  Council  would  lobby 
for  this. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Osborn  reported  on  his  activities  over  the  past  month  as  follows: 

.  He  attended  the  National  COPE  Convention  in  Florida, 
very  productive  —  he  was  singled  out  to  speak. 

.  He  has  been  to  various  Labor  Councils  in  connection  with 
with  signing  up  of  legislative  agents,  and  he  praised 
Exec.  V.P.  Evers  for  his  cooperation  in  sending  out  a 
mailing,  urging  people  to  sign  up  for  the  agents  jobs. 

.  Both  Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  and  Heffernan  has  agreed  to  send 
out  a  mailing. 

.  He  swore  in  the  elected  officers  at  the  Norfolk  C.L.C. 

.  He  met  with  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield  —  follow-up  on  Balance  Billing. 

.  He  gave  an  editorial  reply  on  Channel  5  on  Workers  Comp. 
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Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  Local  509  had  their  union  phones  taken  out  and 
non-union  telphones  installed.   This  problem,  he  said,  must  be  resolved.   On 
behalf  of  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO  and  Local  2222,  Pres.  Osborn  requested  that  Local 
509  reinstall  union  phones  but  his  request  was  turned  down.   Pres.  Osborn 
refered  the  matter  to  the  Union  Label  Committee.   V.P.  Ferin  reported  that  his 
local  put  in  non-union  phones  because  he  had  to  do  what  the  membership  voted . 
Pres.  Osborn  called  for  more  leadership  in  supporting  other  union  shops. 

Discussion  took  place  on  the  upcoming  Issues  Convention.   Pres.  Osborn  stated 
the  Council  should  mail  a  letter  to  all  International  Presidents  on  sponsoring 
an  education  booth  concerning  their  unions  contribution  to  America. 

Motion  made  by  V.P.  Bozzotto  and  seconded  to  do  a  mailing  to  the  International 
Presidents  regarding  having  their  unions  participate  and  set  up  booths  at  the 
Democratic  Issues  Convention.   Passed  unanimously. 

V.P.  Corbett's  union  plans  to  have  a  table  set  up  at  the  Convention. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  Davis  Optical  has  requested  that  a  mailing  go  out 
from  the  Council  letting  the  members  know  that  they  have  a  new  facility  in 
Ded  ham . 

MMS  to  purchase  4  $15  tickets  to  Spike  Ahern's  retirement  dinner  in  Worcester. 
Passed  unanimously. 

Pres.  Osborn  discussed  the  replacement  for  Maureen  Ferris,  who  is  leaving  her 
post  as  Coordinator  for  the  B.C.  Grant.  He  recommended  the  approval  of  John 
Laughlin  to  replace  Maureen. 

MMS  to  approve  the  hiring  of  John  Laughlin  to  replace  Maureen  Ferris  as  B.C. 
Grant  Coordinator.   Passed  unanimously. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  he  has  been  asked  by  the  Governor  and  Jamie  Hoyt  to  be  on 
the  Mass.  Water  Resource  Committee.   Asked  Council's  approval. 

MMS  that  President  Osborn  become  a  member  of  the  Mass.  Water  Resource 
Committee.   Passed  unanimously. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  Joan  Buckley  has  asked  to  be  relieved  of  her  duties 
as  Chair  Person  of  the  Women's  Committee  since  her  duties  within  her  union 
position  have  grown.   Vice  Pres.  Nancy  Mills  will  replace  Joan  on  an  interim 
basis. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  he  is  putting  together  a  Committee  on  Minorities. 
Discussion  followed  on  this. 

MMS  to  establish  a  Chair  position  for  the  Committee  on  Minorities  and  that 
this  chair  position  be  given  to  Herb  Ollivere  upon  approval  of  his  union. 
Passed  unanimously. 

Pres.  Osborn  asked  the  Council's  approval  to  assist  the  Regional  Office  in 
coordinating  plans  for  Lane  Kirkland  to  travel  the  New  England  Region  in  the 
near  future.   Council  approved. 


The  Labor  Day  Parade/March  was  discussed  in  detail  with  some  of  the  Vice 
Presidents  suggesting  themes.  Some  thought  it  would  be  an  opportunity  to  bring 
to  public  light  the  seriousness  of  the  problems  in  the  unions,  such  as  import 
quotas,  problems  in  the  steel  workers  area,  problems  in  the  hotel  workers 
union,  unemployment,  etc.   V.P.  Mills  offered  that  the  parade  should  be  a 
happy  day  of  pride  and  the  Council  should  try  to  be  sure  it  was  a  positive  and 
not  a  negative  theme.   Other  vice  presidents  commented  on  this. 

MMS  to  appoint  a  Parade  Committee.   Passed  unanimously. 

MMS  to  ask  permission  to  invite  some  of  the  smaller,  bordering  state 
federations  to  march  with  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO  in  the  Labor  Day  Parade.   Passed 
unanimously. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  he  has  been  made  Chairman  with  Vice  Pres.  Alman  of 
the  Histadrut  Committee  to  honor  Governor  Dukakis. 

The  Irish/American  Coalition  dinner  was  discussed.   Pres.  Osborn  urged 
particiaption.   Pres.  Osborn  pointed  out  that  the  McBride  principles  were 
adopted  by  National  AFL/CIO.   V.P.  Clark  asked  about  the  recipient  of  the 
award  and  recommended  that,  in  the  future,  it  should  not  be  given  to  a 
supporter  of  Ronald  Reagan. 

MMS  to  accept  the  President's  report.   Passed  unanimously. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Financial  report  noted  . 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  discussed  the  possible  purchase  of  a  building  located  at 
44-46  Temple  Place,  Boston,  as  headquarters  for  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO.   A  motion 
was  made  at  the  Executive  Officers  meeting  authorizing  him  to  make  a  bid  of 
$400,000  on  this  property,  which  needs  $500,000  of  rehab  work  to  make  it 
usable.   The  building  is  owned  by  the  city.   Proposal  is  being  drawn  up  and 
there  is  a  30-day  escape  clause.  The  decision  on  who  gets  the  building  should 
be  made  within  a  3  to  6  month  period .  The  rehab  work  would  take  another  six 
months.   The  City  of  Boston  wants  us  in  this  building,  and  there  is  a  chance 
we  could  get  it  even  if  our  bid  is  lower.  The  Sec.-Treas.  advised  that  there 
is  still  a  possibility  of  obtaining  the  building  in  the  North  End  which  was 
discussed  at  a  previous  meeting. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  the  motion  on  the  part  of  the  Executive  Officers  was 
to  bid  and  not  to  buy.   He  urged  caution  in  this  undertaking. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  advised  that  the  rental  income  would  exceed  the  entire 
mortgage  of  the  building.   There  would  be  enough  left  over  for  maintenance. 
Discussed  the  present  rent  Council  is  paying. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  advised  that  Rick  Rendon  has  been  hired  to  coordinate 
the  Ad  Book  —  he  has  $5,000  already  and  another  $10,000  committed. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  discussed  the  Issues  Convention  and  stated  the 


fundraising  goal  was  $23  to  $28,000.   He  has  gotten  $18,000  to  date. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  advised  that  the  Irish  American  Labor  Coalition  Dinner 
will  take  place  on  June  13th  at  the  Boston  Teachers  Union  Hall.   The  two 
honorees  will  be  Gerald  Mclntee  of  AFSCME,  and  Mayor  Ray  Flynn,  and  there 
would  also  be  an  award  for  a  Female  Irish  Labor  Leader. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  reported  on  his  activities  over  the  past  month: 

.  Attended  kick-off  dinner  for  the  Histadrut  dinner  honoring  Governor 
Dukakis . 

.  Has  been  contacting  and  meeting  with  the  Central  Labor  Council 
Presidents  regarding  the  United  Way  Liason  position.   Met  with  and  received 
approval  from  Presidents  Thompson,  LeBlanc  and  Farrell. 

.  Went  to  Miami  to  National  COPE  Convention. 

.  Attended  State  Committee  meting.   Updated  them  on  Issues  Convention. 

.  Attended  North  Shore.  Labor  Council  meeting  and  took  part  in 
presentation  for  Tiom  Bassett. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  gave  an  update  on  Plant  Closing. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  advised  he  has  been  appointed  to  the  Mass.  Industrial 
Advisory  Board.   This  is  a  nine  member  board  which  oversees  agencies'  dealing  with 
industrial  policy.  He  will  be  sworn  in  just  as  soon  as  the  Board  gets  office 
space. 

Exec.  V.P.  Evers  suggested  asking  the  members  of  the  Council  to  declare  their 
interest  in  pursuing  the  purchase  of  a  building  for  the  Mass.  AFL/CI0 
headquarters . 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  spoke  on  the  reasons  for  pursuing  this  endeavor: 

1)  An  organization  like  ours  should  have  a  building  as  a 
matter  of  pride  —  compared  it  to  owning  a  home. 

2)  At  present,  there  is  a  space  shortage  in  the  office 

3)  From  a  financial  standpoint,  it  is  feasible.   The  rent 

at  8  Beacon  St.  will  continue  to  rise.   The  two-year  lease 
can  be  broken  —  he  has  checked  into  this. 

Sec.-Treas.  advised  that  he  is  exerting  great  caution.   No  action  will  be 

taken  on  the  bid  or  purchase  of  a  new  building  without  first  discussing  it  and 

getting  approval  of  the  Board  .  He  plans  to  get  professional  advice  before 
proceeding. 

Vice  President  Kevin  Mahar  concurred  with  the  Secretary-Treasurer  and  said 
that  owning  one's  property  was  always  far  more  advisable  than  renting. 
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Pres.  Osborn  cited  his  caution  due  to  his  own  local  union,  saying  that  they 
regretted  owning  their  own  building  now. 

Vice  Pres.  LeBlanc  agreed  with  Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  and  said  we  should  look 
to  the  future  if  we  are  to  be  progressive;  that  we  should  proceed  in  an 
intelligent  manner,  and  the  Board  should  vote  on  it. 

Vice  Pres.  Kerr  agreed  with  Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  as  well  as  Vice  Presidents 
Corbett  and  Bozzotto,  who  stated  that  his  union  owns  their  own  building  and  he 
considers  it  a  big  asset. 

Exec.  Vice  Pres.  Evers  agreed  that  the  Sec.-Treas.  should  go  forward  with 
plans  to  pursue  this. 

Pres.  Osborn  said  he  felt  the  sensible  thing  to  do  was  to  have  the  motion  by 
the  Executive  Officers  to  bid  with  30-day  escape  clause  stand. 

MMS  that  the  Executive  Board  direct  the  Secretary-Treasurer  to  continue  his 
search  for  a  building  and  to  proceed  with  caution.   Passed  unanimously. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  stated  that  he  would  not  recommend  anything  that  would 
not  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Council  and  that  he  will  work  closely  with 
the  President  in  this  matter. 

Vice  Pres.  Chigas  asked  about  the  formation  of  the  Finance  Committee  and 
stated  that  our  financial  position  would  be  assessed  in  relation  to  buying  a 
building. 

V.P.  Post  asked  the  Secretary-Treasurer  about  the  United  Way  Liason  position 
and  Mr.  Carpenter  explained  this  situation. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  report.   Passed  unanimously. 

Vice  President  Piccuito  addressed  the  Council  regarding  the  problem  in  the 
Ouincy  shipyard.   After  February  of  1986  there  will  be  no  contracts,  no  work 
at  the  yard.  He  asked  for  a  resolution  from  the  Council  to  go  to  the 
Congressional  delegation  from  Massachusetts  asking  their  help  in  securing  Navy 
contracts  for  the  shipyard.  He  has  discussed  this  with  Maureen  Ferris  and 
together  they  came  with  a  letter  to  the  Senators  and  Congressmen.   V.P. 
Piccuito  read  the  letter. 

MMS  that  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO  Officers  send  this  letter  on  behalf  of  the  Council 
to  the  Senators  and  Congressmen.   Passed  unanimously. 

Exec.  V.P.  Heffernan  spoke  on  the  I.U.D.   Advised  that  a  meeting  on  this  would 
be  held  at  the  Boston  Teachers  Union  Hall  on  April  10th  at  11:00  A.M.  to  deal 
with  the  Industrial  Union  Problems  with  the  State.   Specifically  1)  Proposed 
Workers  Comp  Legislation,  and  2)  Right  to  Know.   He  said  a  letter  is  going  out 
on  this  to  the  Industrial  Union  members.   Asked  anyone  who  wanted  to  attend  to 
contact  either  himself  or  Maureen  Ferris. 
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EDUCATION  REPORT 

President  Osborn  advised  that  the  exams  for  the  Scholarship  Program  would  be 
going  out  next  week.  The  test  is  March  6th. 

The  President  advised  that  resumes  for  Harvard  Trade  Union  should  be  in  by 
April  1st. 

President  Osborn  discussed  the  upcoming  Gompers  Murray  Seminar  and  requested 
early  applications  due  to  predicted  crowd. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Education  Report.   Passed  unanimously. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Director  Foley  passed  out  a  list  of  all  the  bills  presented  by  the  Mass. 
AFL/CIO. 

Director  Foley  advised  that  the  Workers  Comp.  hearing  is  set  for  April  4th. 
There  are  some  serious  problems  with  the  Governors  bill.  However,  the  bill 
contains  about  75%  of  the  Basset /Osborn  bill. 

Director  Foley  said  this  year  the  minimum  wage  legislation  comes  up  and  it 
looks  very  hopeful. 

Director  Foley  said  there  are  some  problems  with  the  VDT  bill.   The  matter  of 
Personnel  records  was  brought  up  and  V.P.  Chigas  said  she  is  experiencing  a 
lot  of  problem  with  this.   She  will  get  together  with  Director  Foley  to 
discuss  this. 

Vice  Pres.  Clark  asked  Dir.  Foley  to  explain  the  proposed  Minimum  wage 
legislation,  which  he  did. 

Vice  Pres.  Mills  asked  support  of  the  Council  for  the  legislation  having  to  do 
with  physicians  refusing  to  accept  patients  on  Medicaid.   Urged  support  of 
this  bill  which  would  aid  these  people  on  Medicaid.   Pres.  Osborn  referred 
this  matter  to  the  Executive  Officers. 

MMS  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Legislative  Director.   Passed  unanimously. 

Pres.  Osborn  introduced  Cesar  Chavez  to  the  Council.   Mr.  Chavez  addressed  the 
Council  regarding  the  problems  his  members  are  having  in  California.  He 
explained  the  effects  of  Reaganomics  on  his  membership.  Asked  for  support  in 
boycotting  the  grapes  which  will  soon  be  coming  into  season.   The  union  grapes 
will  be  so  marked.   President  Osborn  promised  Cesar  Chavez  support  in  his 
effort. 

MMS  to  support  Cesar  Chavez  in  boycott  of  the  California  grapes  which  are  not 
harvested  by  union  members,  to  make  a  donation  to  his  effort,  and  to  mail  a 
request  to  affiliates  on  this  matter.   Passed  unanimously.

MMS  to  have  President  appoint  a  Committee  on  Church  and  Labor  concerning  the  Bishop's 
letter  on  the  economy  to  be  comprised  of  Executive  Vice  President  Heffernan,  Vice 
Presidents  Nestor  and  Faherty,  Cotter  and  Lucy  Fester.   Passed  unanimously.
